SUMMARY  OF  ACTION  TAKEN  ON  ARTICLES  IN 
1976  TOWN  WARRANT 

The  1976  Town  Meeting  was  opened  by  Moderator  Robert  Johnson  at  10  A.M.  on 
Saturday,  March  13,  1976.  The  meeting  was  held  at  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy. 

Article  1.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Budget  Committee  Chairman  Carroll  Bassett  moved  that  the  sum  of  $77,760.00 
be  raised.  Seconded.  Marion  Knox   moved  that  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  be  added  to 
the  Fire  Department  budget,  increasing  that  budget  to  $9,200.00.  This  $1,200.00 
ie  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  two  dry  hydrants,  location 
of  which  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Fire  Department.  Suggested  locations  were 
Pleasant  Pond  and  Mary  Waldron  Beech  on  Bow  Lake.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 
Amended  article  passed  by  affirmative  voice  vote  for  a  total  sum  of  $78,960,00. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  for  interest  on  same.

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  end  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $i^, 850.00  for  the  Northwood  Public  Libraries.

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  raise  the  sum  of  $4U,000,00  for  summer  and  win- 
ter maintenance.  Motion  amended  to  add  General  Expense  of  Highway  Department  to 
this  amount  ($3,000.00).  Amended  motion  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote  for 
the  sum  of  $47,000.00. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500,00  for  the  purpose  of  Street  Lighting. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $680.02  for  the  purpose  of  Town  Road  Aid,  the  State's  share  to  be  $4,533.^. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 


Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  end  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $581.00  for  the  Concord  Hospital. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  end  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,100.00  for  Ambulance  Service,  to  be  paid  to  the  Center  Barns teed  Fire 
Department. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,050,80  for  the  Town's  per  capita  share  of  Rural  District  Health  Council. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  the  Northwood  Community  Action  Pro- 
gram.  (Submitted  without  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee.) 

A  statement  was  made  that  many  children  do  not  go  on  vacation.  This  pro- 
gram does  help  the  children  that  remain  at  home.  Article  adopted  by  affirma- 
tive voice  vote. 

Article  13,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  Highway  Equipment  Capital  Reserve 
Fund. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  ih.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  end  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $6,000.00  for  maintenance  of  the  Town  Dump. 

Article  moved  and  seconded.  Mr,  Donald  Post  added  as  an  amendment  that  in 
passing  this  article  the  sticker  lew  be  enforced  es  of  today,  and  that  the  Se- 
lectmen be  authorized  to  act  as  they  deem  it  necessary  in  management  of  the 
Dump.  Amendment  and  amended  article  edopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $66.00  for  the  support  of  the  State  Blister  Rust  Program. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,620.00  to  purchase  a  police  cruiser,  the  State  to  contribute  the  sum  of 
$2,248.00  from  their  Crime  Prevention  Program. 

A  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  rejected  by  a  negative  voice  vote. 
After  much  discussion  a  Yes-No  ballot  was  requested  by  Allen  Clerk,  Article 
passed  -  Yes  95   No  57  Blank  1  -  total  of  153  ballots  cast. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  end  eppropriete  the  sum 
of  $1,900.00  for  the  Northwood  Rescue  Squad. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 


Article  l8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,399.00  to  bxiy  a  90 -watt  mobil  radio  for  the  Northwood  Rescue  Squad,  $699.50 
to  be  recovered  from  Highway  Safety  and  Ambulance  Federal  Grants, 

A  show  of  hands  vote  was  called  for  -  Yes  93  No  12.  Article  adopted. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $20,000.00  to  pay  for  the  reappraisal  of  Real  Estate  in  the  Town  of  Northwood. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  to  pay  the  salary  and  expense  of  the  supervisor  of  the  Summer  Pro- 
gram for  Economically  Disadvantaged  Youths  (S.P.E.D.Y. ). 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  receive  and  spend  up  to 
$6,000.00  from  Rockingham/Strafford  Manpower  Administration  for  the  S.P.E.D.Y. 
Program. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  extending  to 
employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of  title  11  of  the  Federal  Social  Security 
Act  (Old  Age,  Survivors,  Disability  and  Health  Insurance)  as  authorized  by 
Chapter  101  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  amended  by  Chapter  302  and  332 
of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,3^0.00  to  defray 
the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Budget  Committee  Chairman  moved  the  article  and  it  was  seconded.  Mr.  Robert 
Low  explained  that  Articles  22,  23,  2U,  25  go  together.  Also,  if  Article  22  is 
passed.

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan  service  in 
any  class  or  classes  of  positions  of  election  officials  or  election  workers  for 
a  calendar  quarter  in  which  the  remuneration  paid  for  such  service  is  less  than 
$50.00. 

Article  amended  to  read  "exclude  election  officials  and  election  workers 
and  firemen  who  earn  less  than  $50.00  a  calendar  quarter".  Amended  article 
adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  25.   If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is  adopted,  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Town  the  nec- 
essary agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan 
and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  plan. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote  with  True  W.  Chesley,  Chairman 
as  officer  responsible  for  administration  of  the  plan. 


Article  26,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  bequest  under  the 
Will  of  Edward  A.  Tasker,  late  of  Northwood,  wherein  the  bequest  is  as  follows: 
"Seventh:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Northwood  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand 
($5,000.00)  Dollars  to  be  used  in  the  maintenance  and  improvements  to  the  Chesley 
Memorial  Library  in  said  Northwood," 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  $1,000.00  American 
Revolutionary  Bicentennial  Fund  raised  in  1975,  to  be  used  as  recommended  by  the 
new  committee. 

Chairman  Walter  Fiander  spoke  of  two  projects  the  committee  had  planned; 

1.  a  1776-1976  stone  plaque  at  the  water  fountain  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall  and 

2,  the  Wagon  Train  Program  on  May  I8,  at  which  time  Northwood  would  be  designated 
as  a  bicentennial  town  and  receive  their  flag  and  certificate.  Article  adopted 
by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $10,000.00  to  com- 
plete the  payment  on  the  Town  Hall  Addition  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$10,000.00  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  29,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,500.00  to  provide  legal  use  of  the  Town  owned  beaches  namely:  Lucas  Pond, 
Mary  Waldron  Park,  and  A.  M.  Morse  Beach.  (Submitted  without  recommendation  of 
the  Budget  Committee.) 

Mr,  Chesley  explained  that  in  order  to  keep  out-of-town  residents  from  these 
beaches,  and  in  order  to  carry  insurance  on  the  beaches,  it  is  necessary  to  have 
an  attendant  on  duty.  Money  would  be  used  for  part-time  attendants  and  toilet 
facilities  at  these  beaches.  Show  of  hands  -  Yes  7^  No  28.  Article  adopted. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $10,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  useable  right-of-way  from  the  Gulch 
Mountain  Area  to  the  Winding  Hill  Road. 

Mr.  Chesley  explained  the  reason  for  the  article  was  to  provide  another  way 
into  the  Gulch  Mountain  Acres,  Pleasant  Pond  and  Northwood  Lake  areas  for  fire 
safety.  After  much  discussion  a  Yes -No  ballot  was  called  for.  Yes  U5  No  110 
Blank  1  -  total  of  156  ballots  cast.  Article  does  not  prevail. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  end  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  treating  the  Berry  Elm  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease  and 
perform  necessary  tree  surgery  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  a  "Hold  Harm- 
less Agreement"  with  the  contractor  performing  the  necessary  work. 

After  an  explanation  of  what  the  treatment  would  consist  of,  this  article 
was  passed  by  an  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  recommendation  of 
the  1973  Bicentennial  Committee  to  transfer  any  commemorative  items  in  their 
possession  as  of  March  I976  Town  Meeting  to  The  Northwood  Historical  Society. 

Article  adopted  by  affirmative  voice  vote. 
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Marion  IQiox  was  then  recognized  by  the  Moderator  and  presented  a  new  American 
land  New  Hampshire  State  Flag  to  Walter  Fiander,  Chairman  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tionary Bicentennial  Committee,  to  be  flown  for  the  first  time  with  the  Town's 
American  Bicentennial  Flag.  She  also  presented  the  Selectmen  with  a  check  for 
$13.31,  which  was  the  remainder  of  money  in  the  1973  Bicentennial  Committee's 
treasury. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  maintain  the  main 
Itrunk  road,  known  as  Harvey  Road,  located  in  the  Harvey  Lake  Estates  Development. 
(By  Petition)

by  affirmative  voice  vote.

GENERAL  COMMENT 

This  comment  concerns  the  responsibility  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees,  the 
caretakers,  and  the  owners  of  lots  in  cemeteries  for  the  proper  care  of  the 
cemeteries.  It  is  made  because  of  several  comments  by  owners  of  lots  in  ceme- 
teries which  leads  the  Trustees  to  believe  a  general  misunderstanding  exists 
by  some  citizens  as  to  the  respective  responsibilities. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  ere  basically  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  a  town  owned  and  operated  cemetery,  and  that  is  all. 

The  Trustees  do,  in  cooperation  with  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  the 
Selectmen,  perform  all  the  duties  as  prescribed  by  law  relating  to  the  proper 
care  and  maintenance  of  all  other  cemeteries  located  in  Northwood.  These 
activities  are  limited  to  the  Trustees'  ability  to  do  them  with  the  fundswhich 
are  available  from  trusts. 

The  caretakers  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  those  lots  which  are 
endowed  with  trust  funds,  or  are  paid  for  annually  by  their  owners.  They  are 
responsible  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  roads  and  walkways  in  their  ceme- 
teries, (a  payment  is  made  by  the  Town  for  the  roads  and  walks  in  the  larger 
cemeteries.)  The  caretakers  are  not  responsible  for  lots  which  have  no  funds 
available  to  them.  However,  by  agreement  with  the  Trustees,  they  have  been 
caring  for  abandoned  lots  in  the  public  interest. 
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The  owners  are  responsible  to  see  that  their  lots  are  cared  for  in  the 
public  interest.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  placing  a  lot  in  a  trust  adequate 
to  provide  reasonable  funds,  or  by  paying  the  caretaker  directly.   It  is  con- 
sidered appropriate  for  owners  to  care  for  their  own  lots,  however,  the  care 
rendered  should  be  consistent  with  that  of  a  caretaker.  The  Trustees  have 
found  that  personal  care  of  lots  is  usually  substandard. 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  Trustees  that  it  is  not  fair  to  the 
caretaker  nor  to  the  paying  owners  for  some  citizens  to  neglect  their  lots. 
It  has  been  noted  that  complaints  about  the  care  of  the  cemeteries  have  indeed 
been  made  by  those  who  do  not  contribute  to  their  care.  A  cemetery  is  a  com- 
munity responsibility;  all  of  the  owners  have  an  equal  obligation  for  its  upkeep. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  recommend  a  trust  fund  in  the  minimum  amount  of 
$200.00,  preferably  $300.00  for  the  proper  care  of  a  lot.

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1976  ANNUAL  REPORT 
RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL,   INC. 


The  past  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  services  provided  by  the  R.D.H.C. 
As  the  federal  government  continues  to  shorten  the  length  of  time  allowed  the 
patient  to  stay  in  the  hospital,  there  is  an  increased  need  for  health  care  in 
the  home.  The  R.D.H.C.  continues  to  qualify  as  a  certified  home  health  agency, 
implementing  procedures  to  continue  to  provide  quality  care. 

This  is  the  third  year  the  agency  has  supported  the  Referral  Coordinator 
at  Frisbie  Memorial  Hospital,  Mrs.  Marie  Dexter,  R.N.  is  seeing  an  increased 
need  and  receiving  more  referrals  from  doctors,  nurses  and  families  for  home 
health  care  after  hospital  stay. 

The  Council  continues  to  provide  home  health  aide  service  through  the  con- 
tract of  the  Strafford  County  Home  Health  Aide  Association.  And  also  with  the 
resignation  of  Joan  Menez,  to  further  her  education,  the  Council  hired  two  part- 
time  home  health  aides  in  order  to  cover  the  area  more  economically;  Gail  LaRosa 
who  covers  the  areas  of  Farmington,  Milton,  Middleton  and  New  Durham,  while 
Roberta  LaFreniere  covers  the  Northwood,  Nottingham,  Deerfield,  Barrington  and 
Strafford  areas.  This  enables  the  Council  to  better  utilize  the  professional 
staff  while  continuing  to  provide  quality  care. 

The  agency's  priority  is  skilled  nursing  service,  but  the  agency  staff  con- 
ducted adult  screening  clinics  monthly  in  Northwood,  Farmington  and  this  past 
year  started  a  program  at  the  Milton  Health  Center  with  a  case  load  of  221,  with 
38  cases  referred  for  further  treatment.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  needed  service. 

The  staff  also  participates  in  the  after  care  program  in  cooperation  with 
the  Strafford  Guidance  Center  and  Seacoast  Counseling  Center.  Twice  a  month  the 
Strafford  Guidance  holds  group  counseling  at  the  office,  and  because  transporta- 
tion is  such  a  problem  this  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  patients. 

This  year  with  the  nationwide  immunization  program  for  the  Swine  flu,  the 
council  organized  two  clinics  regionally  to  cover  its  member  towns.  This  in- 
volved many  hours  of  planning  and  organizing  for  the  clinic  manager,  but  both 
clinics  were  a  great  success,  with  1,139  immunized  at  the  Farmington  clinic  and 
663  at  the  Northwood  clinic. 

The  Maternal  Child  Health  Program  is  a  very  active  one  providing  physical 
examinations,  immunizations  and  dental  care  for  children  0-6  years  enrolled  in 
the  Well  Child  Clinics.  The  agency  staff  also  provides  home  visiting  to  the 
patients  of  the  Strafford  County  Prenatal  and  Family  Planning,  and  the  Exeter 
Area  Family  Planning  program. 

The  strength  of  the  Council  lies  in  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  its 
staff.  With  the  resignation  of  Cynthia  Blood,  Myrtle  Walsh  and  Lucy  Myers 
within  the  year,  the  Council  has  been  very  fortunate  to  add  to  their  staff  Mary 
Timmons,  R.N.  and  Joann  Pearson,  R.N.,  B.S.N.  Members  of  the  professional  staff 
are  Mrs.  Ardale  Houle,  R.N.,  Supervisor  Director,  Miss  Arlene  Thome,  R.N., 
Assistant  Supervisor  and  Maternal  Child  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Marie  Dexter,  R.N., 
Referral  Coordinator,  Mrs.  Barbara  Drew,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Mary  Timmons,  R.N.,  Mrs. 
Joann  Pearson,  R.N.,  B.S.N. ,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Hansen,  RPT.  The  office  duties  are 
handled  with  ease  by  Mrs.  Norma  Davis  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Eaton. 
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As  a  result  of  the  infletionsry  times  and  increase  in  services  provided, 
it  has  been  necessary,  therefore,  to  increase  the  per  capita  request  from  each 
town  to  $1.35  to  enable  the  Council  to  continue  to  provide  these  greatly  needed 
services. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  485  home  visits  and  171  Well  Child 
visits,  with  a  grand  total  of  656  for  the  Town  of  Northwood.

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NORTHWOOD  C0^4MUNITY  ACTION  PROGRAM  REPORT 

The  1976  Community  Action  Program  ran  from  July  19  to  August  13 .  Our 
total  enrollment  was  51,  with  a  daily  average  attendance  of  29. 

The  program  ran  more  smoothly  this  year  with  the  help  of  a  full-time 
assistant,  Diane  Robinson.  The  children  were  arranged  in  age  groups  with  Mrs. 
Robinson  working  with  grades  1-h   and  I  worked  with  grades  5-B.  We  had  a  full 
daily  program.  This  included  arts  and  crafts,  leather  work,  jean  patches, 
puppets  and  medalians,  field  games  like  softball  and  kickball,  and  small  group 
games  such  as  croquet,  badminton  and  volleyball.  We  had  a  visitor  from  the 
4-H  Extension  Service  who  took  the  children  on  a  nature  welk  and  then  helped 
everyone  make  a  terrarium.  We  also  had  a  field  day  with  races  and  prizes. 

Our  trip  schedule  was  very  good  this  year.  On  July  23  parents  drove  the 
children  to  Pawtuckaway  State  Park  for  games,  swimming  and  picnicking.  Thirty 
children  attended  this  trip.  It  rained  July  30  and  postponed  our  Polar  Caves 
trip  to  August  3.  Thirty-eight  children  traveled  by  Concord  Coach  and  toured 
the  caves  and  after  lunch,  enjoyed  a  swim  at  nearby  Wellington  State  Park.  On 
August  6  we  traveled  by  Concord  Coach  to  Shaker  Village  in  Canterbury  and  had 
an  interesting  tour  of  the  village.  The  forty  children  then  rode  to  Bear  Brook 
State  Park  where  we  enjoyed  a  swim.  Our  final  trip  took  thirty-nine  children 
to  Sunapee  Lake,  again  by  Concord  Coach.  Here  we  had  a  boat  tour  on  the  Mount 
Sunapee  II  and  a  look  at  the  town.  I  feel  all  the  trips  were  thoroughly  en- 
Joyed  . 

I  felt  the  program  ran  very  well  this  summer  with  a  director  and  a  full- 
time  assistant.  We  also  had  help  from  many  mothers,  especially  Mrs.  Papedlnis, 
Mrs.  Cloutier,  Mrs.  Briggs,  Mrs.  Knox,  Mrs.  Behm,  Mrs.  Love,  Mrs.  Colby,  plus 
the  support  of  the  CAP  Board.  The  two  S.P.E.D.Y.  workers  assigned  to  us  were 
a  great  help. 

We  tried  to  arrange  CAP  so  it  wouldn't  interfere  with  the  ether  programs 
like  swimming  and  Bible  School.  This  year  we  unfortunately  coincided  with  the 
new  sports  program  for  grades  4-8.  I  suggest  these  two  programs  may  be  able  to 
get  together  and  work  out  a  time  schedule,  and  maybe  have  a  sports  program  for 
grades  6-12  instead  of  U-12.  I  feel  CAP  is  something  the  children  really  look 
forward  to. 

I  should  like  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  to  make  this  year's  program  such 
a  successful  one.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  l893,  the  Stste  Forestry  Department  has  recognized 
the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town 
or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the 
State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  end  several 
other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires, 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for 
kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as 
the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization 
in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  pro- 
vides backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  end  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past 
29  years.

The  Fire  Department  consists  of  ell  volunteer  firefighters  who  have  committ« 
not  only  to  volunteer  their  time  at  emergencies  and  monthly  meetings,  but  also  t( 
maintain  an  on-going  training  program.  The  Department  has  an  active  training  pre 
gram  which  allows  the  firefighters  to  obtain  the  latest  knowledge  and  to  develop 
the  needed  skills  so  that  they  can  best  serve  the  Town. 

Each  year  the  Department  invests  in  new  equipment,  both  from  Town  funds  and 
from  funds  raised  by  our  annual  raffle.  This  year  the  Department  has  purchased 
additional  hose,  foam  equipment,  FH   radio,  wet  vac,  and  two  dry  hydrant  kits. 
Unfortunately,  the  Department  was  unable  to  install  the  dry  hydrants  this  fall 
due  to  uncooperative  weather. 

The  Department  has  observed  an  increase  of  fires  related  to  wood  burning 
equipnent.   It  is  asked  that  all  townspeople  please  exercise  caution  in  the  use 
and  installation  of  wood  burning  equipment, 

I  would  like  to  commend  the  firefighters  for  donating  freely  of  their  time 
to  serve  their  community.  I  ask  you  to  please  notify  the  Department  immediately 
if  you  should  have  a  fire.

SOLID  WASTE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 
NORTHWOOD,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

December  31,  1976 

The  Committee  hes  engaged  in  the  following: 

1.  Held  two  half -day  meetings. 

2.  Sent  representatives  to  review  the  disposal  operations  in  Plymouth, 
Grove ton  and  Nottingham. 

3.  Met  with  representatives  of  incinerators  and  related  processing 
equipment . 

k.     Informal  contact  with  neighboring  towns. 

5.  Reviewed  the  SOLID  WASTE  MANAGEMENT  PLAN  prepared  by  the  Division  of 
Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Food  and  Chemistry. 

6.  Reviewed  the  report  of  the  197^  Solid  Waste  Study  Committee. 

7.  Observed  the  amount  and  kinds  of  waste  coming  into  the  Northwood 
disposal  area. 

This  Committee  has  accepted  the  conclusion  of  the  197^+  Study  Committee  that 
"there  is  no  economically  available  area  in  Northwood  that  is  pccepteble  to 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  a  Sanitary  Lend  Fill  operation".  Therefore, 
incineration  appears  to  be  the  only  economical  alternative. 

Obviously,  incineration  is  going  to  be  expensive.  However,  it  became  dramat- 
ically clear  to  the  Committee  that  the  cost  of  this  new  operation  could  be 
substantially  reduced  by  two  factors: 

1.  ^  having  the  people  in  the  town  separate  their  trash  and  depositing 
it  at  the  disposal  are?  in  segregated  areas,  according  to  plan. 

2.  By  carefully  planning  the  trash  depositing  at  the  disposal  area  to 
minimize  the  handling  of  it.   (Could  reduce  the  manpower  required  by 
at  least  one. ) 

The  dramatics  of  cost  reduction  by  waste  separation  is  in  the  order  of  a  $5^  "^o 
$75  per  day  in  savings  in  fuel  burning  costs;  $15  to  $25  in  manpower  costs;  and 
a  50^  to  70^  reduction  in  the  volume  of  waste  that  has  to  be  burned. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  resource  recovery  income  that  helps  to  offset  costs. 
(Plymouth  -  5'^OOt  population  -  sells  1^  tons  of  cans  and  bottles  every  two  weeks, 
plus  newsprint,  cardboard,  scrap  metal,  etc.  for  an  Income  of  $10,000-  annually.) 
Northwood  presently  has  income  of  $150O-$2000  from  miscellaneous  saleable  Items 
and  with  better  management  it  could  be  5ncreesed  substantially. 

Northwood  can  definitely  lock  forward  to  the  Resource  Recovery  program  to  pay 
its  own  way  and  have  es  a  bonus: 
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1.  Fuel  end  manpower  reduction  of  $65  to  $100  per  day. 

2.  Fewer  incinerator  operating  days  and  maintenance  costs. 

3.  ^0^   to  10'^   less  ash  to  dispose  of  which  means  the  disposal  area  will 
last  two  to  three  times  longer. 

The  above  factors  are  important  enough  so  that  a  program  of  educating  the  citi- 
zens of  Northwood  should  begin  immediately,  and  an  item  be  placed  in  the  Town 
Warrant  requiring  mandatory  separation  of  waste.  The  Committee  will  provide  the 
wording  of  the  regulation  necessary  to  provide  the  reparation  needed  to  achieve 
the  least  cost  to  every  property  owner. 

The  Committee  is  also  concerned  with  an  incinerator  unit  (or  units)  which  will 
meet  present  needs  and  can  also  adapt  to  future  needs.  We  believe  it  is  obvious 
to  everyone  that  it  would  be  shortsighted  to  spend  say  $80,000  and  then,  in  a 
few  years,  find  that  growth  and  needs  required  similar  or  greater  additional 
amount.  More  definite  information  on  present  requirements  are  needed  along  with 
better  projections  of  future  population  and  needs  to  finalize  this. 

The  Committee  is  also  interested  in  the  economics  of  providing  incinerator  ca- 
pacity for  surrounding  towns  IF  it  would  lower  the  operation  costs  to  the  pro- 
perty owners  of  Northwood.   (it  may  be  more  economical  to  operate  more  days  per 
week,  and  on  a  more  continuous  basis.   It  should  be  noted  that  only  waste  that 
could  be  incinerated  would  be  accepted.) 

The  Committee  is  also  concerned  with  the  amount  of  waste  coming  into  the  disposal 
area,  and  when  it  comes  in.   It  is  obvious  that  people  from  other  towns  are  using 
the  area.  This  must  cease.   It  is  also  obvious  that  allowing  people  to  use  the 
area  when  unattended  cannot  be  continued  when  the  disposal  plan  is  put  into  opera- 
tion. It  is  also  obvious  that  the  present  attended  operation  lacks  direction  and 
authority.  The  exact  direction  and  authority  must  be  spelled  out  and  supervision 
provided.   It  might  be  valuable  to  have  the  Study  Committee  continued  indefinite- 
ly, requesting  it  to  conduct  a  review  of  the  operation  at  regular  intervals  and 
make  a  report  to  the  town. 

The  Committee  foresees  the  possibility  of  private  waste  collection  in  the  future, 
and  the  study  may  indicate  the  desirability  of  contracting  with  other  towns, 
costs  T,o  be  borne  by  both,  and  a  scale  would  be  required. 

Until  firmer  costs  can  be  calculated,  the  following  is  an  estimate  of  what  the 
maximum  costs  for  an  economical  disposal  system  could  be:

Subject:  Progress  Report 


In  response  to  the  Northwood  Board  of  Selectmen's  requests  of  April  2k   end 
May  22,  1976,  the  Northwood  Conservation  Commission  respectfully  submits  the 
following  preliminary  report  concerning  town  owned  land  and  proposed  conservation 
activities  in  the  town  for  the  future.   (Details  of  this  ere  listed  in  Appendix) 

Under  the  provisions  of  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  (R.S.A.  36  A), 
accepted  by  the  Town  in  1970,  Conservation  Commission  members  are  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  overlapping  three  year  terms.  The  Conservation 
Commission  is  responsible  for  the  preservation  and  developnent  of  the  Town's 
watershed  and  natural  resources  and  is  required  to  maintain  an  index  of  open 
space  and  wetland  within  the  Town  and  coordinates  conservation  activities  within 
the  Town.  Said  Commission  may  acquire  land,  or  interests  in  land,  and  may  accept 
gifts  of  land  or  contributions  to  a  conservation  fund,  in  the  name  of  the  Town, 
with  the  Selectmen's  approval.  The  Commission  shall  act  as  advisors  to  other 
Town  bodies  and  to  the  State  on  Town  conservation  matters,  and  assist  the  Select- 
men and  Planning  Board  with  resource  related  studies.  They  may  not  act  in  co- 
operation with  other  communities  in  common  conservation  undertakings. 

Under  R.S.A.  483-A  they  are  required  to  report  to  the  State  Water  Resources 
Board  on  the  impact  of  any  town  dredge  and  fill  permits  they  find  deleterious 
to  the  water  supply  and  ecology  of  the  Town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  authorized  to  administer  a  permanent  con- 
servation fund  (once  a  town  provides  for  such  a  fund). 

I.  RECOMMENDATIONS 

A.  TOWN  OWNED  LAND 

1.  Investigation  and  establishment  of  bounds  on  all  Town  property  - 
first  consideration  to  be  given  to  "shore"  property.  (Possibility  of  encroach- 
ment -  see  Appendix) 

2.  The  lot  behind  the  elementary  school  and  Plot  A,  Harvey  Lake  Estates 
should  be  reviewed  for  use  in  educational  and  ecological  teaching  experiences. 

3.  No  Town  land  should  be  released  or  disposed  of  or  altered  or  leased 
(except  as  noted  in  #5  below)  until  further  study. 

^.  Neither  harvesting  nor  reseeding  should  be  accomplished  without  pro- 
fessional advice.  A  program  for  upgrading  the  forests  should  be  instituted  which 
will  involve  the  young  people  of  the  Town,  e.g.  FFA,  grade  school,  Boy  Scouts  of 
America,  organizations,  etc. 
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5.  Sale  of  three  isolated  parcels  of  lots  in  Harvey  Lake  Estates  to 
abutters  only,  with  restrictions  on  building,  should  be  considered  to  return 
said  lots  to  the  tax  roles. 

6.  Whenever  land  adjacent  to,  or  abutting.  Town  owned  land  comes  on 
the  market,  or  is  taken  by  the  Town  for  tax  payment,  this  Commission  requests 
that  it  be  notified  of  such  situations  with  notation  of  ownership  conditions, 
that  the  impact  of  changes  in  existing  Town  owned  land  may  be  evaluated  end 
action  recommended  to  your  Board, 

7.  A  Town  Conservation  Fund  should  be  established,  and  an  article 
placed  in  the  warrant  for  vote  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  1977. 

B.  CONSERVATION  OF  ENERGY 

The  United  States  of  America,  the  most  powerful  and  technically  ad- 
vanced society  in  all  human  history,  a  giant  highly  energized  society,  will  be 
paralyzed  unless  it  learns  the  disciplineof  CONSERVATION. 

This  Commission  recommends  that  the  Town  of  Northwood  take  a  leadership 
role  in  advancing  conservation  of  energy  by  encouraging  the  construction  of  fa- 
cilities in  homes  and  businesses  for  the  utilization  of  sources  of  energy  al- 
ternative to  fossil  fuels  and  nuclear  energy. 

To  that  end  we  request  that  the  following  be  pieced  on  the  ballot 
(cannot  be  brought  up  as  s  Warrent  article)  on  Election  Day,  March  8,  1977. 

"Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  72:62  for  a  property 
tax  exemption  on  real  property  equipped  with  solar  energy 
heating  or  cooling  system,  which  exemption  shall  be  in  the 
amount  equal  to  75%  of  the  cost  of  the  total  heating  system 
when  installed  new,  or  the  total  cost  of  a  solar  system  when 
added  to  a  present  heating  or  cooling  system". 

C.  RECYCLING 

Recycling  is  an  important  part  of  Energy  Conservation.  The  Conserva- 
tion Commission  realizes  that  recycling  is  having  its  ups  and  downs,  but  it  is 
important  to  note  that  long-range  needs  project  that  the  United  States  has  only 
one  direction  to  go  in  this  area  because  we  represent  6^  of  the  population  of 
the  world  and  we  ere  using  up  35^  of  the  world's  resources.  The  emerging  nations 
are  demanding  their  share;  and  since  they  have  the  raw  resources,  they  can  use 
them.  The  United  States  can  meet  this  crisis  by  recycling  what  we  have. 

Therefore,  the  Conservation  Commission  recommends  that  a  program  of  re- 
cycling be  instituted  at  the  Waste  Disposal  Area  and  would  be  happy  to  make  rec- 
ommendations and  take  part  in  the  project. 

II.   INFORMATION  REQUEST  FOR  ON-GOING  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  NORTHWOOD  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 

For  purpose  of  establishing  extent  of  restrictions  or  conditions  in  original 
deeds  of  Town  owned  land,  we  request  that  we  be  supplied  with  a  list  of  said  deeds 
or  indications  where  this  information  can  be  acquired. 
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III.  POLICY  OBJECTIVES  OF  THE  NORTHWOOD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Northwood  Conservation  Commission  is  concerned  with  maintaining  the 
best  balance  between  social  and  economic  benefits  in  the  use  of  our  natural 
resources.  The  following  objectives  have  been  set  to  accomplish  this: 

A.  To  maintain  a  balance  between  developed  and  undeveloped  land  and  en- 
courage public  decisions  as  to  land  use  to  ensure  that  land  chosen  for  develop- 
ment will  not  unduly  harm  the  environment,  destroy  beauty,  or  reduce  values, 

B.  To  protect  lakes,  ponds  and  streams  from  pollution,  thus  maintaining 
their  water  recharge  function  of  conserving  adequate  ground  and  stream  flow 
levels  whereby  surplus  water  is  stored  and  released  automatically  as  the  water 
table  drops. 

To  safeguard  brooks  and  rivers  which  could  conceivably  become  the 
drinking  water  sources  of  the  future. 

To  preserve  all  waters  to  assure  habitats  and  nutrients  for  various 
kinds  of  wildlife  including  birds  and  fish. 

To  see  that  there  are  untainted  waters  for  recreational  purposes,  if 
such  usage  does  not  result  in  pollution. 

To  assure  that  wetlands  which  are  scenically  pleasing  are  left  in  their 
undeveloped  condition  for  aesthetic  enjoyment. 

C.  To  ensure  an  environment  conducive  to  the  continuing  existence  of  flora 
and  fauna  indigenous  to  the  area.  These  are  important  in  preserving  ecological 
balance  and  for  recreational  and  economic  purpose.  Maintenance  of  habitat  is  a 
prime  requisite  end  will  be  a  factor  in  the  choice  of  land  recommended  to  be  kept 
in  an  undisturbed  condition. 

D.  To  preserve  aesthetic  values  in  the  environment.  With  the  expected 
increase  in  the  development  of  land,  there  is  real  danger  that  the  pastoral  charm 
and  wooded  beauty  of  Northwood  could  be  lost. 

E.  To  assure  good  air  quality. 

F.  To  assure  freedom  from  undue  noise. 

G.  To  maintain  certain  undeveloped  and  wild  areas  as  educational  facilities 
for  nature  study  and  to  offer  assistance  to  programs  concerned  with  environmental 
education. 

H.  Conservation  of  energy  and  all  factors  bearing  on  the  ecological  envi- 
ronment of  the  Town. 


NOTE:  This  report  includes  a  map  of  all  Town  owned  land.  Detailed  descriptions 
of  all  parcels  are  impossible  at  this  time  but  will  be  forthcoming  in  future. 
Work  thus  far  reveals  this  will  take  some  time.  A  future  report  will  be  more 
definitive  in  descriptions  and  recommendations,  and  in  completion  of  a  Town  index 
of  wetland  and  open  space.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  TOWN  OWNED,  WOOD  BEARING  LOTS  OF  SIGNIFICANT  VALUE 

A.  PARSONAGE  LOT  200l  acres  (60T5  x  l^OO) 

Between  Mountain  Road  and  the  Deerfield  line.  Access  at  both  northern  and 
southern  sides,  on  Mountain  Road  and  WENH-TV  access  road  (private),  respectively. 
Bounded  by  stone  wells.  Unmarked.  Northern  third  logged  19^9.  Southern  third 
logged  1969*.   Income:   19^9  -  $3,990;  I969  -  $3,900*  (Divided  among  town 
churches)  Center  section,  on  knoll  (1080'):  Etlll  standing.  Logged  sections 
covered  with  slash,  with  some  natural,  reseeded  pines  up  to  one  foot  tall.  The 
logged  areas  are  relatively  free  of  steep-sided  knolls,  and  a  brook  flows  north- 
west out  of  the  northerly  section,  under  Mountain  Road. 

B.  LUCAS  POND  ("SCHOOL")  LOT  170-  acres  (6IOO  x  I3OO) 

Bisects  Lucas  Pond  north-to-south,  on  the  west,  and  extends  from  north  of 
Lucas  Pond  Road  to  the  Deerfield  line,  including  entire  east  shore  of  Luces  Pond. 
Seventy-nine  numbered  camp  lots  previously  (l9^0)  set  off,  all  but  25  now  leased 
to  lessees  for  up  to  99  years  (single  payment).   Land  and  buildings  on  such  lots 
are  taxed  annually  by  the  Town  under  a  special  legislative  act  (l^^ko) .     Many 
seasonal  and  some  year-round  camps  have  been  constructed.   Income  is  directed  to 
the  benefit  of  Town  schools. 

The  20-8cre  section  north  of  Luces  Pond  Roed  (35  ft.  right-of-way)  contains 
a  large  plantation  of  white  pine,  closely  growing,  6"  to  12"  and  larger.   This 
area  needs  professional  forester  attention,  especially.   It  may  have  been  neg- 
lected to  reach  its  full  potential  which  may  have  been  substantial. 

The  lOO-acre  section  back  of  the  shore  lots  to  the  east  boundry  and  south 
to  the  Deerfield  line  has  been  logged  ( 197^-5 "6)  Income:  $15,559,  and  is  covered 
with  slash.   The  area  is  rough  and  sloping  with  numerous  steep-sided  knolls. 
Stone  walls  mark  the  east  end  west  boundaries.   Some  large  birch  and  hardwood  in 
the  cut -over  area.   The  built-up  aree  contains  many  large  white  pine. 

C.  GILES  LOT  36  acres  (2533  x  600) 

West  of  Upper  Deerfield  Road  and  bounded  there  by  it  (stone  well)  and  by 
stone  walls  on  west  and  north.   Extends  almost  to  Mountain  Brook  on  north. 
Area  has  been  logged  (1969*)  Income:  *with  Parsonage  Lot  figure.  Area  littered 
with  slash,  with  some  hemlock  and  pine  still  standing  in  the  central,  western 
section.   Considerable  hardwood  growing. 

D.  DELOIRER  LOT  31.25  acres   (85O  x  16OO) 

North  of  the  Deerfield  line.   (No  access,  but  close  here  to  WENH-TV  private 
access  road,  at  the  station  terminus).  Covers  the  east  slope  of  Saddleback 
Mountain,  to  within  100  feet  of  the  top. 

E.  HARVEY  LAKE  ESTATES 

1.   PLOT  A   3.5  acres   (l40  x  IO90) 

Western  corner  of  junction  of  Route  h   and  Harvey  Lake  Road,  opposite 
Giles  Post  Office  lot.   l40  ft.  frontage  on  Route  k   and  ^00  ft.  on  Harvey  Lake 
Road.   Lot  is  rocky  and  the  back  section  not  on  Harvey  Lake  Road  is  wet,  with 
some  hemlock  and  pine.   The  front  section  is  largely  hardwood  and  birch.  No 
recent  cutting  is' evident. 
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2.  South-east  Comer  Lots  2.6l  acres 

Serpentine  shape,  with  lots  139  and  l4l  end  adjacent  shore  frontage. 
Back  section  (lOO  x  775)  mostly  hardwood,  behind  house  lots.  Apparently  cut  off 
some  years  ago.  Largely  swamp  maples  near  lake. 

NATURE  STUDY  AREAS  (Preliminary  evaluations) 

1 .  Elementary  School  Playground 

This  large  field  to  the  south  of  the  Northwood  Elementary  School  is  mostly 
open  playing  field,  with  several  terraces  in  the  lower  south-east,  somewhat  over- 
grown corner,  and  a  fringe  of  large  trees,  and  shrubs,  around  the  sides.  Between 
the  field  and  the  school  and  cemetery  is  a  gully  -  in  fact,  the  area  is  bordered 
on  three  sides  by  gullies. 

A  hasty  inspection  recently  indicated  many  of  the  common  trees  of  this  area 
are  represented  by  large,  typical  specimens  around  the  edges  of  the  field.  It 
is  felt  that  this  area  could  be  developed  into  a  convenient  nature  study  area, 
with  some  planning  and  planting  desirable, 

2.  Plot  A  -  Harvey  Lake  Estates 

The  back  area  of  this  parcel  appears  on  first  examination  to  provide  a  readily 
accessible  wetlands  study  area,  end  contrasts  with  the  front  section  in  general 
character. 

3.  Harvey  Lake  (undeveloped)  Shore  Lots 

The  south-east  shoreline  parcel,  and  land  beyond  Lot  U5  to  the  brook,  both 
accessible  to  groups,  are  considered  as  likely  sites  for  study  of  amphibious  end 
leke-side  habitats.  The  land  beyond  Lot  ^5  provides  a  rocky  shore  and  a  shallow 
bottom  adjacent  to  the  lake  outlet,  with  possible  comparisons  between  quiet  and 
flowing  water  populations. 

Future  Commission  activity  is  planned  to  investigate  further  the  more  likely 
areas  of  Town  owned  and  other  properties  that  might  contribute  resources  for 
educational  activity  for  organized  groups  and  interested  individuals  in  the  fields 
of  ecology,  environmental  studies  and  soil  and  water  conservation.

1.  The  erection  of  a  historical  marker  on  the  Town  Parade,  identifying 
the  dates  and  use  of  the  Town  Hall,  the  Center  School,  the  reassembling  of  the 
Cobbler's  Shop  end  militia  activity.  (Heritage*) 

2.  A  party  on  February  21  at  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy  with  over  300 
individuals  taking  part  in  the  community  singing,  the  lighting  of  200  candles, 
the  cutting  of  birthday  cakes  and  an  auction.  Children  from  the  kindergarten, 
the  Boy  and  Girl  Scout  organizations  and  members  of  the  Future  Farmers  of 
America  Chapter  of  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy  were  active  participants  in  the 
program.   (Festival) 

3.  A  float,  depicting  the  Berry  Elm,  was  entered  in  the  ^th  of  July  parade 
in  Manchester  end  was  awarded  first  prize  in  the  Towns  and  Cities  Division.  The 
float  was  also  displayed  in  the  parades  in  Pittsfield  and  Epsom  and  at  the  Crafts* 
man's  Fair,  Potter's  Corner,  Northwood.   (Festival) 

k.     The  installation,  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall,  of  a  natural  boulder  drink- 
ing fountain,  inscribed  1776-1976.  This  project  was  funded  in  part  by  a  grant

5.  The  painting  of  the  fence  and  improvement  of  the  landscaping  at  the 
Harvey  Lake  Cemetery  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  America 
Chapter  at  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy.

Gentlemen: 

Thank  you  for  your  time  end  concern  in  regard  to  the  algae  and  pollution  problem 
we  have  at  Northwood  Lake. 

You  will  recall  at  our  first  meeting  that  the  subject  of  algae  and  Its  growth  on 
the  water  pipes  and  docks  was  brought  to  your  attention.  Also,  large  quanti- 
ties of  green  ball -like  growth  at  the  bottom  of  the  lake.  Some  of  the  species 
were  as  large  as  three  and  four  feet  in  diameter. 

You  will  note,  that  the  shore  of  the  causeway  on  Route  h   Just  before  the  Epsom 
line  is  black  where  the  water  has  gone  down.  This  is  called  a  ceptic  condition. 
True,  this  is  the  shallow  part  of  the  lake,  but  there  are  a  number  of  cesspools 
that  run  into  the  water.   It  is  evident  by  the  oil-like  color  surface  on  +he 
banks . 

The  brook  that  comes  from  Harvey  Lake  that  passes  Johnson's  Farm  has  been  tested 
twice  and  has  shown  signs  of  pollution.  All  these  conditions  contribute  to  the 
algae  and  pollution  of  the  lake. 

At  the  second  meeting  we  had,  I  told  you  about  meeting  with  a  representative  of 
the  State  Water  Pollution  Board.  He  stated  that  they  were  concerned  but  they 
do  not  have  the  manpower  to  take  care  of  all  the  problems  throughout  New  Hamp- 
shire. However,  he  did  say,  if  we  found  cesspools  emptying  into  the  lake  to 
cell  It  to  their  attention  end  they  would  make  sure  it  was  taken  care  of,  but 
this  will  not  solve  our  problem. 

I  have  noticed  that  this  leke  has  gotten  worse  over  the  years  especially  since 
the  Korean  War.  The  building  of  new  cottages  and  mobile  home  parks  definitely 
has  contributed  to  this  condition. 

We  do  heve  lews  now  to  control  the  ceptic  condition,  but  we  did  not  a  few  years 
ago.  The  town  should  take  some  steps  in  testing  and  correcting  all  the  town 
sewer  conditions  and  make  sure  it  is  corrected  before  the  Stete  mekes  us,  the 
town,  do  something  which  would  reelly  throw  the  tax  structure  cut  of  be lance. 

I  will  be  pnxious  to  hear  your  reply  in  regards  to  this  matter.

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1976  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING  REPORT 


The  School  District  meeting  was  celled  to  order  at  1:20  P.M.,  by  the 
Moderator,  Robert  JohPEon.  He  opened  with  8  moment  of  silence  in  respect  to 
Charles  Morgan,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  recently  passed  away.   The  warrant 
was  read  following  the  moment  of  silence.  Mr.  Carroll  Bassett  was  recently  ap- 
pointed Chairmen  of  the  Budget  Committee. 

Article  1.   To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school  board  end 
triisnt  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the 
district.  Mr.  Bassett  made  a  motion  that  this  article  be  accepted  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Budget  Committee.   The  increase  of  $100.00  in  administrative 
salaries  would  cover  the  Truant  Officer's  salary.  A  verbal  vote  was  taken  and 
the  article  was  adopted  by  an  affirmative  vote. 

Article  2.   To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers 
chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  n^leting  tnereto.   Thomas  Madson  explained,  two  line 
items  from  last  year's  transportation  for  handicapped  children  was  not  fully 
spent,  and  therefore  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  allow  the  School  Beard  to 
"loosen  their  purse  strings",  and  be  allowed  to  spend  the  excess  of  the  money 
for  High  School  tuition  for  the  remainder  of  the  schccl  year.   Funds  were  al- 
lowed for  155  students,  but  the  School  Board  had  to  pay  for  l60  students.   This 
motion  was  adopted  by  an  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  3.  To  choose  agents  and  committees  in  relation  tc  any  subject  em- 
braced in  this  warrant.  Ballot  of  Officials  -  March  2,  19'^6. 

Article  ^.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  Mr.  Donald 
Post  recommended  that  the  budget  be  adopted.   This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  A.  John 
Lane.  Mr.  Madson  mentioned  that  a  $6,000.00  deficit  appropriation  for  secondary 
rummer  school  was  eliminated  from  the  budget.  Mr.  Welter  Jackson  asked  that  the 
budget  be  Increased  another  $2,950.00  for  pupil  transportation,  this  would  be  an 
amendment  to  Article  '4.  A  verbal  vote  was  taken  and  passed.  Mr.  Post  retracted 
his  original  motion  that  the  budget  be  pccepted  bf.   was  approved  by  the  Budget 
Committee.  Mr.  Robert  Stout  asked  that  the  budget  be  Increased  by  another 
$^,500.00  for  teachers'  salaries  ($U, 100.00  for  salaries,  $^00. 00  for  retirement 
and  social  security).  Mr.  Madson  explained  that  this  increase  would  raise  the 
base  pay  from  $6,900.00  to  $7,500.00,  and  pointed  cut  that  not  all  the  teachers 
had  received  a  raise,  last  year,  because  the  District  had  failed  to  raise  the 
salary  base.  After  much  discussion,  Robert  Bailey  asked  for  a  Yes-No  ballot. 
A  vote  was  taken  for  the  amendment.  Yes  23   No  15   ^3  Voted.  This  raised 
the  budget  to  a  total  of  $531,362.00.  Article  was  passed. 

Article  5»  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make 
application  for  and  tc  receive  and  to  expend  in  the  name  of  the  District,  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government  and/or  state  agencies. 
A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  this  article  be  accepted  as  read.   This  was 
adopted  by  an  affirmative  voice  vote. 

Article  6.  Shall  the  provisions  of  the  absentee  ballot  for  the  election  of 
school  district  officers  be  adopted  by  the  Northwood  School  District?  Mr.  Bassett 
moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as  reed.  Mr,  Madson  explained  absentee  bal- 
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lotlng,  and  that  he  wasn't  in  favor  of  it,  but  that  a  special  Yes -No  ballot  had 
to  be  taken.  Yes  l6  No  28  total  of  kk   votes.  Motion  does  not  prevail. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  elect  its  auditors  for  two 
year  terms,  starting  with  the  election  of  1977.  The  first  year,  one  auditor  will 
be  elected  for  a  one  year  term,  one  auditor  for  a  two  year  termi  thereafter  the 
District  will  elect  one  auditor  each  year  for  a  two  year  term.  Moved  that  the 
article  be  accepted  as  read  by  Mr.  Bassett  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Stout.  A   verbal 
vote  was  taken  and  the  Ayes  have  it.  Motion  is  adopted. 

Article  8.  Pending  court  interpretation  of  R.S.A,  186-A,  does  the  District 
wish  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  provide  an  education  for  handicapped  children 
under  the  age  of  six  (6)  as  permitted  under  R.S.A.  186-A.  After  much  discussion, 
Mr.  Madson  explained  that  pending  on  a  present  court  decision,  this  article  merely 
gives  the  School  Boerd  support  and  a  free  right  for  decisions.  A  motion  was  made 
by  Mr,  Richard  Thompson  to  postpone  this  article.  A  show  of  hands  was  taken  on 
this  amendment,  Yes  12  No  26  total  of  38  votes.  The  motion  does  not  prevail. 
A  vote  was  taken  on  Article  8  as  was  read  by  the  Moderator,  by  a  show  of  hands. 
Yes  was  unanimous  and  the  article  was  adopted.  Mr.  Robert  Johnson  asked  the 
School  Board,  after  much  discussion,  if  "we're  trying  to  legalize  what  we  intend 
to  do  anyway?"  Mr.  Madson  explained,  "that  is  exactly  so." 

Article  9«  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.  Mrs.  Marion  Knox  asked  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  included  in  next 
year's  Town  Reports.  The  Moderator  closed  the  meeting  at  3^10  P.M.

The  enrollment  figure  cited  above  represents  a  pupil  teacher  ratio  of  twenty-one 
to  one  which  is  excellent.  The  major  problem  which  the  district  faces  is  that 
of  providing  sufficient  space  for  the  comprehensive  educational  programs  it  is 
offering.  As  p  result  of  such  new  legislation  as  P.L.  94-1^2  and  R.S.A.  l86,  it 
has  become  incumbent  on  the  district  to  provide  suitable  working  areas  for  the 
Special  Education  specialists  which  it  has  been  required  to  place  under  contract. 
In  addition  to  this  particular  need  for  the  Special  Education  program,  the  Music 
program  faces  a  very  real  problem  of  inadequate  facilities.  The  Shop  program 
has  to  survive  in  make-shift  quarters  located  on  the  stage  area  of  the  auditorium. 
If  the  children  are  to  receive  the  type  of  comprehensive  learning  experiences 
recommended  for  middle  school  age  children  by  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
additional  epace  for  these  types  of  specialized  instructional  activities  is  re- 
quired. It  is  the  hope  of  this  writer  that  the  district  will  address  itself  to 
this  issue.

In  addition  to  the  secondary  school  pupils,  there  are  three  pupils  being  educated 
outside  the  district.  These  are  handicapped  pupils  for  which  provisions  may  not 
be  made  within  the  local  school  facilities.  One  pupil  is  at  Amoskeag  and  two  are 
at  the  Concord  Rehabilitation  Center. 

One  of  the  most  far-reaching  laws  to  be  passed  in  recent  years  in  terms  of 
the  impact  it  will  have  on  local  school  district  budgets  is  P.L.  9^^-142.  This 
Federal  law  requires  that  each  school  district  will  file  an  individual  plan  de- 
noting how  handicapped  children  will  be  educated  either  within  or  on  a  tuition 
basis  outside  of  the  district.   In  addition,  the  district  will  be  responsible  for 
the  submission  of  an  Individual  pupil  plan  which  will  specify  the  educational  pro- 
gram for  each  child.  P.L.  9i4--1^2,  in  conjunction  with  R.S.A.  l86  has  important 
implications  for  school  districts  across  the  state.  However,  I  am  happy  to  re- 
port that  the  Northwood  School  District  has  been  in  the  vanguard  in  this  Super- 
visory Union  in  terms  of  providing  services  to  the  handicapped  child.  The  Special 
Education  program  implemented  on  site  in  the  Northwood  Elementary  School  is  an 
example  of  alert  policy  -  formulation  by  the  local  School  Board.  As  a  general 
rule  and  when  size  and  other  conditions  are  right  it  is  less  expensive  to  educate 
pupils  on  the  local  level  and  the  community  is  usually  more  satlsflee  with  the 
result.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  Northwood  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Northwood: 

In  the  past  year,  we  have  continued  to  refine  the  established  programs  that  have 
been  very  successful  for  us  in  past  years. 

Our  enrollment  by  grades  is  as  follows: 

Grade  1-3^  Grade  4   -   4l  Grade  7-50 

2   -   37  5-36  8   -   32 

3-3^  6-36  Total       300 

Enrollment  has  remained  constant  for  the  past  few  years  -  ranging  from  300  to 
320  pupils. 

At  the  present  time,  we  have  ik   full  time  teachers,  1  full  time  nurse,  2  aides, 
a  part-time  art  teacher  and  music  teacher.  New  teachers  to  our  system  this  year 
are  Mrs.  Joanne  Grossblatt,  the  Learning  Center  Coordinator  and  Special  Class 
teacher;  Mrs,  Susan  Mulhearn,  upper  grade  math  teacher,  also  acts  as  our  Guid- 
ance Counselor;  Mrs.  Vickie  Benner,  teacher  aide  in  our  Learning  Center;  Mr.  Davj 
Bragdon,  our  new  music  teacher.  Mr.  Bragdon  not  only  handles  the  band  program 
but  also  he  leads  music  classes  in  all  grades  through  the  5th  every  other  week. 

We  feel  very  fortunate  to  have  a  faculty  member  who  has  an  advanced  degree  in 
Guidance  Counseling.  Now  we  will  be  able  to  counsel  and  work  out  programs  for 
all  of  our  graduating  students.  This  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  our  graduates 
as  we  can  direct  them  now  into  the  proper  courses  for  their  needs. 

We  still  are  maintaining  our  active  extra  curricular  program  throughout  the 
school.  We  have  programs  in  soccer  and  basketball  for  all  of  our  students  from 
the  Uth  grade  through  the  8th  grade.  We  find  that  these  programs  are  extremely 
beneficial  to  our  students  and  they  seem  to  enjoy  them  very  much. 

Our  mini -courses  are  still  an  important  part  of  our  program  for  the  upper  grades. 
Presently,  we  offer  the  following  courses:  shop,  typing,  home  economics,  crea- 
tive arts,  media  techniques,  arts  and  crafts,  rap  sessions,  and  first  aid.  Stu- 
dents take  three  of  these  courses  in  the  span  of  the  academic  year. 

In  evaluating  our  S.R.A.  testing  results  from  1975-76,  we  found  that  our  students 
are  consistently  at,  or  above,  Grade  Level  in  this  national  testing  program. 
These  tests  results  are  evaluated  each  year  and  areas  of  weekness  are  built  up 
through  additional  instruction. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Northwood  on  behalf  of  the 
staff  at  the  school  as  well  as  myself  for  their  continued  support  of  ell  of  our 
programs.  It  is  our  determination  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  for  the 
children  of  Northwood.  Also,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Supervisory  Union  Office  for  the  help  that  they  provide  the  school  -  Mr.  Barry 
Clough,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Mr.  Frank  Black,  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Schools.  And,  finally  a  special  thanks  to  the  Northwood  School  Board  who  have 
always  been  extremely  cooperative.  They  give  a  great  deel  of  time  and  effort  to 
the  continual  improvement  of  education  in  the  Town  of  Northwood.
